Chinese Exclusion Laws
to Receive Attention
of Congress,

PRESIDENT WANTS FAIR PLAY

President’s Effort to Effect Reconstruc-
toln by Circular to Chinese Minister
and Consuls Impose Impossible Con-
ditions and Fail of Their Purpose,

Washington, Oct, 3.-The two most
intervgling subjvts difussed at fhe
onbinet meeting today were: First, the
Chinese boycolt against  American
goods, and second, the considerntion ol
the complaints made by the Chinese
government agninst the method of exe
cution of the existing Chinese exclusion
laws, An important fact developed
was, that the president's efforta last
summer to allay the indignation of the
Chinese by circular instructions to the
Amerimn minister to China and the
consular officers therein, had in a meas-
we failed of ita purpose and required
a considerable  amendment to secure
the object sought.

It developed that the requirement of
the American consuls to identify Chin.
ese seeking cortificates admitting them
to the American ports, imposed a task
upon these officials beyond their ability,
as & Chinese applicant froquently came
from some place far distant from the
Amerioan consulate and the consul was
consequently obliged to refuse to iden-
tify as proper persons to be admitted
to the United Sthles, many worthy
Chinese, which of coume, led to a bit-
r complaint and fostersd the boycolt
feeling. Then the Chinesp merchant,
who desired to send his son as shop
assistant o his branch store In the
United States, with a view of ultimate
admitting his son to partnership, found
the boy barred on the charge that he
was a ooolie,

Chinese living jn British, French and
Portuguesa  Asiatic  colonles,  belng
really citizens of those nations, did not
see why they could not be admitted at
Amerlcan ports under proper passports,
instend of being required to produce
the unpopular certificate,

These were only a few of the com-
plaints made against the administra.
tion’s existing exclusion law,

The trend of opinion In the eabines
meoting was that these complaints were
directed mather against the construotion
placed upon the law than agninst the
net itself and especinlly against the de-
finition given in California to the term
coolle, 8o ft was practically decided that
some important changes in the present
regulations must be made,

MAY DECLARE MARTIAL LAW

Disturbances Between the German and
Crech's in Monravia Over the Loca-
tion of a Carech University at Bruenn
Assuming Grave Proportions.

where serfous disorders were renewed
tonight.

Bruenn, Oct, 3.—Fresh disturbances
between the Germans and the Caches
broke out bere this evening. The
Ceches  marched through the streets
wrecking stores and insulting the Ger-
mans. Almost the whole garrison had
to be called out to restore order, the
rioters having continued the disturb-
ances in the suburbs after being driven
from the center of the city,

Many persons were injured and many
windows in the Jewish synagogue were
smashed,

Guards were placéd around the pro-
minenti buildings for tleir protection
during the night.

HYDE FILES
DEMURER

Claims That Allegations in Suit
Are Not Sufficient for Action,

Blanket Suit is Brought by State of
New York Against the OM Directors
of Equitable to Recover Moneys
Wrongfully Converted,

Albany, N, Y., Oct. 3, —Attorney Gen-
eral Mayer today received a copy of
the demwrrer filed by James J, Hyde,
former vice president of the Equitable

Life Assurance sociely to the blanket
suit brought by the state against the
old directors of the company to compel
restitution of moneys aleged to have
been wrongfully * converted by the
board., Hyde declares that scarcely any
of the allegations contained in the com-
plaint state facts sufficient to consti-
tute a cause for action. He holds fur-
ther that the causes of action are im-
properly formed.

Even if the demurrer is not sustained
the consideration of it and of possible
appeals would delay the trial of the
main action until next spring or sum-
mer,

New York, Oct, 3—Samuel Uter-
myer, cotisill for James H. Hyde in a
letter to Charles E. Hughes, of the in-
surance investigating committee denies
the power of the committes of direct
investigntion, on the ground that it was
appointed by a legislature, now dead to
report to a legislature ,not yet in ex.

Blood Hounds Will Trace

Robbers.

$6,500 REWARD IS OFFERED

Bandits Drive Horse Till it Is Exhaust-
ed Then Leave it Tied to a Tree, Al-
so Leave Coat Which is Identified—
Telephone Wires Cut.

Seattle, Oct. 3.—~The one clue to the
bandits who last might robbed tue
Great Northern east bound overland
train near Ballard, upon which the of-
fieers have to work, was discovered to-
day three miles from the scene of the
holdup. It was a horse well nigh run
to death, tied to & tree and hitched to
an open buggy. In the buggy were ar-
ticles of eclothing, among them a heavy
rain cont, identified today by the local
passengers aboard the train, as worn
by one of last might's robbers. Tracks
of three men were found clearly im-
printed and in the morning blood-
hounds will be put upon the scent by
Sheriff Smith, who will follow them
with a large posse.

Today the railroad authorities called
in Pinkerton's detectives and have
turned out the railroad foree and these
with Sherif Smith, believe the gang
has headed into the heavy timber in the
porthern part of the county, around
Lakes Sammamish and the bead of Lake
Washington.

The Great Northern has offered a re-
ward of #5000 for the capture of the
men and an additional reward of 8500
for every comviction secured. All day
fpday, the sheriff’d posseel .was kept
at work in the npear vieinity of the
scene of the holdup, but late this al-
ternoon it was called in and tonight a
heavy detachment started for the vh-
lnge of Bothell, near the head of Lake
Washington and tomorrow morning still
another squad of officers will go to
Woodinville in the same gencral loca-
tion, :
